TORNADOES 


Series Of Cyclonic Storms 
Hits Numerous Towns In 
Mississippi Valley 


By UNITED PRESS 
A series of cyclonic storms in the 
Valley, caused by an in- 
_ tense low pressure area of great mag- 
‘nitude. killed 17 persons and injured 
approximately 75 Tuesday afternoon. 

Belleville, Ill, a city of 30.600 per- 
sons, worst hit. Nine died there 
and 50 were hurt. 

Six persons were killed near Baker- 
| ville, Mo., including a family of three 
who died when a farm home was de- 
molished. A farmer and two negroes, 
were killed in the same area. 

Those killed near Bakerville were Lee 
Walker, 71; his wife, 74: a son, Bert 
Walker, 25; and Grady Sanderson, 25.

WOMEN’S EXTRAVAGANCE 
IN BUYING CLOTHES 
IS DOUBTED

WASHINGTON (lP)—The  Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has come to the 
defense of Midwestern women against 
charges of extravagance in the pur- 
chase of clothing. 

Husbands averaged $52 a year for 
clothes, and wives $56, a survey of 
3,045 husbands and 3,054 wives in seven 
Midwestern cities disclosed. The sur- 
vey did not include families on relief. 

“The old idea that women are ex- 
travagant in dress will have to be re- 
vised in the light of modern facts,” Dr. 
Louise Stanley, chief of the Bureau of 
Home Economics and director of the 
survey, said. 

“Only in the highest income bracket 
did wives in the Middle West spend 
noticeably more on clothes than did 
their husbands,” she said. 

The report also struck at the com- 
plaint of most fathers that it costs 
more to dress a daughter than a son. 
In fact, Dr. Stanley said, it costs more 
to clothe the average high school boy 
than girl.
